7 of 1865,°.ho shall be. whipped. Those 
seobions relate to sending letters damauding 
money with monaces, démindiog money with 
manaoos or by foreo with intout to steal, send- 
ing lottera throatening ‘to acouss of crime 
with intent to extort, aconsing or thraatan- 
ing to acouse of-any infamous crime vith intent 
to extort, inducing any person by tiolonca’ or 
threats fo exzoute deods with intent to defraud.

Buro- 
posn rtatusionaries, 400 native priests, and tha 
yoatly conversion of 2,000 adults. Dr. Rai. 
mondi alao stated that every year some 30,000 
little children, sbadoned in 3 barbarous ous 
tom_hy suporstitioss pagan parents, wore re- 
soued oud baptised by the none who shared 
the work of the missionaries in China. It 
waa explained that. most of theas children 
died, and that those who survived wore nurtured 
and educated. in the convents.
